Greetings y'all... 


I know lately there has been some chat about the National RCP lately, but I 
wasn't paying attention 'cause I never saw one. 


Looks to me to be like an NC-100 of the PW dial era but with no eye tube or 
meter. Anyone got a manual or schematic? 


It is going to need some work - plenty of the cloth covered wire has 
insulation tears, and the tone control is missing (but catch this - the 


knob was jammed between one of the RF octals and the front panel, and the 
unit had ridden in the trailer it came in vertically). 


I'd appreciate any info on it. 


FWIW - this unit bears a 1945 contract date, and the front panel says Made 
by National Co., Malden Mass., Modified by Schuttig and Company, Washington 
D.C.. However, all the caps in the unit that I'd expect to be wax papers 
are all Cornell Dublier and Tobe plastic cylinders not consistent with the 
date of manufacture. The recap job was a very good one too, solder joints 
look good, just wonder if the recap put strain on the wires which is why so 
many have cracked insulation...

Yes is 2:00am and I was working in the shack. Time flies fast there. 
Just a note on the Pan American Tropical. I was able to repair the 
broken IF coil. It was simple since the break was at the connecting pin 
level.So the Pan Am Trop. woke up again. The shortwave bands are not too 
sensitive yet. One of my finds have been leaky micas in the antenna, RF 
and Osc. stages. They have been replaced but sensitivity is still lower 
than normal. The 10 to 15MC band was impossible until I replaced a mica 
cap in the oscillator circuit. The temporary audio output transformer 
that I'm using doesn't help much either. Leaky micas are becoming more 
common every day in our BAs. I'll be back working on it tomorrow. We'll 


see what happens.
